national centre-back, currently the Head coach at 

‘Canberra’s A.LS., and the Marconi Stallions’ boss and 
former Australian World Cup striker Eddie Krneevic, have 
recently had their names hoisted to the front as being most 
favoured to become the heir apparent to the recently retired 
coach of Australia’s Under 17s and Youth squads, Les 
Scheinflug. 

Soccer Australia’s Board of Commissioners is expected not to 
make a final decision on this most vitally important appointment 
until sometime in April. 

However, already the names of O'Connor, Kmecevic as well as 
that of the Newcastle Breakers’ coach Lee Sterrey, are the three 
leading contenders that have rocketed to the front on the betting 
lists to replace the retired Scheinflug. 

The very quiet, surprisingly low profiled and totally laid back 
O'Connor, has lately had his name banded around the political cor- 
ridors at Soccer Australia as being one of the outright favourites to 
takeover the coaching reins from Scheinflug. 

The powerful former international defender played for the all 
conquering championship-winning Sydney City teams in the late 
70s and mid 80s with former national coach Eddie Thomson 
sweeping behind O’ Connor. 

Over the past almost 10 years, O'Connor has rapidly accumulat- 
ed vast experience in handling youth players at the Institute of 
Sport. 

ABSW. some years back had. once questioned him whether he 
had come across any really special young talented player, in his 
characteristically casual and concise manner, O’Connor drawled 
back: “Yeah, I think there is oné coming through right now. 

“In fact he’s the best I’ve seen and I think he'll go places.” 

‘And that, was no less than seven years ago. 

At that time the name, ‘Mark Viduka’, meant very little to most 
people. 

Most of course, except to one Steve O'Connor. 

Today, that same name of Viduka, has bracketted alongside it as 
being the leading goalscorer at Celtic and top marksman in the 
entire Scottish Premier League with no less than 14 goals. 

Kicevic, another highly favoured candidate for the coaching position 
has represented Australia at all levels on international arenas around the 
world. 

‘The lethal striker and former Marconi marksman, made his debut in the 
Green and Gold for Australia’s first Youth team under the then coach Rudi 
Gutendorf in the 1979 World Youth Championships staged in Paraguay. 

Newcastle Breakers’ coach Sterrey, although never having represented 


Ne (‘Rocky’) O’CONNOR, Australia’s former inter- 
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Eddie Krncevic: Marconi’s head coach. 


Australia, was a tenacious defendet anywhere across the backline in the 
NSL. 

‘The Breakers’ current Head coach has had outstanding successes whilst 
coaching Youth at club level over many seasons with first Sydney United 
and then later at Marconi. 

Even today, Sterrey is still highly regarded as-being an authority on 
Australian young talent.

: JHE MARCONI STAL- 
LIONS on Saturday 
night who play hosts to 

the League’s fledgling side the 
Auckland Kingz at the 
Marconi Stadium, will be 
razor keen to quickly snap 
back onto the winning trail 
following a hiccup last Friday 
night through a 1-0 away loss 
to the Northern Spirit.

He then went on to add:

“Their coach Wynton Rufer 
who is an excellent player and a 
personal friend of mine over the 
years, has done his very best 
with the side and with the limit-

“It’s sad that sports women have to 
undertake this kind of promotion, because 
they don’t get the recognition they 
deserve through their sporting achieve- 
ment,” the new Minister for Women’s 
Affairs in Victoria, Ms Sherry!

A letter writer in Adelaide expressed 
similar sentiments. “It is a sad sign of the 
times when young athletic girls need to 
put together a calendar of themselves 
naked to promote their sport.” 

The Matildas continue their pre- 
Olympic preparation against world cham- 
pion USA, the Czech Republic and 
Sweden in Australia in January. There 
should be at least 30,000 keen spectators 
at each game, calendar tucked under their 
arm, seeking autographs. Let's hope the 
current, bare skin publicity will be 
matched by the equivalent number of 
spectators eagerly pushing their way 
through the turnstiles.

NSL TO BE REDUCED

OCCER AUSTRALIA 

is already bracing itself 

for some reactionary 
turbulence that it expects to 
follow after the release some- 
time later this week of a docu- 
mented report specifying 
which clubs will be dropped 
from participating in next 
Season’s slimmed down 
National Soccer League. 

The six Member Board of 
Commissioners met last week 
and again over the weekend but 
failed to unanimously endorse 
which clubs should be expelled. 

At least one of the 
Commissioners is understood to 
be almost totally against any 
axing to take place at all. 

Rumours over the weekend 
rapidly leaked out that the now 
16 Member club National 
League would be slashed down 
to just 12 teams. 

However the initial recom- 
mendation in the previously 
prepared SPIC report only 
makes reference to a minimum 
of 10 with a maximum of 14 
clubs to participate in the 
National League. 

A high ranking Soccer offi- 
cial when contacted last night 


by ABSW, stated: “I personally 
am totally against any immedi- 
ate reduction of Member clubs 
in our National League. 

“The final report and deci- 
sion should be out possibly by 
the end of this week. 

“It’s going to be a tough 
call.”

successful soccer burst, the doomsayers and 

the detractors crawl out of the woodwork and 
on to their soapboxes crying soccer still has ‘a 
long way to go yet? or ‘is no good whatsoever.” 

In reasonably quick succession the Socceroos 
haye played an All-Star international team (in 
Sydney) as well as Manchester United and an 
Olympic Brazil side, both in Melbourne and Sydney. 

Despite all the well-documented problems sur- 
tounding the availability or absence of either interna- 
tional or Australian stars, soccer as a world sport has 
demonstrated it can be a popular crowd puller, 
whether on a pay-basis or for free as was the case 
with Brazil. 

An attendance of nearly 80,000 people at the 
MCG, almost as many as at the Iran match two years 
‘€@go, goes to show soccer is a force, So much so that 
it quickly prompted a rather defensive headline, “It’s 
no theory, footy is better.” 

It concerned a column, called Hindsight, by 
Fairfax writer Richard Hinds, In the Sunday Age 
(21/11) the piece was given the “footy” headline. 

The day before in the Sydney Morning Herald, the 
same story was published under the banner, 
“Hamburglar, colonisation and the world game theo-

The “colonisation” bit is worth noting. The col- 
umn’s theory goes, “soccer is the great sporting 
coloniser”. 

“{t has met resistance-in very few places - among 
them the US, Australia, and until recently, Ireland. 

‘These countries have one thing in common. They 
have a better code of football.” 

One can't be sure gridiron (US), 
Australian Rules or Gaelic football 
(Ireland) are “better codes”. 
They are certainly different 
and can count on a parochial 
following. But there’s also 
another way of looking at 
this phenomenon. 

Melbourne’s La Trobe 
University academic, Dr 
Bill Murray, who has writ- 
ten extensively on soccer, 
observed; “Soccer is the 
most popular game in the 
world, except in the former 
English speaking colonies.” 

He cited the West Indies, Pakistan, 
India, US, Canada, New Zealand, (“white”) 
South Africa and Australia, “where there are other 
forms of football (including rugby union)” — or 
other sports, such as cricket and hockey. 

Typically, these sports are upper class sports, 
played by the colonial elite and introduced to the 


colonised populace. They were part of a means of 
joining a privileged class. In most cases one needed 
to be white and enjoy a private schooling. 

Soccer, or football, was a working class sport, not 
something the British elite was about to export. 
Hence the colonised populations developed their 

own football codes — possibly also the 

poorer codes, not only because they 

became the working people’s 

game, but also because they 

offer no path towards an 

international goal or 
career. 

Meanwhile, the work- 
ing class British expatri- 
ates moving to Italia or 
South America brought 
their football with them, 

helping to establish such 
well-known clubs as AC 
Milan in Italy or Racing Club 
in Argentina. 

Sports other than Australian 
Rules are often called “minority 


sports”. 
As one enthusiastic letter writer recently remarked 
in part, “Let's face facts. Soccer in this country is a 
minor sport. Who cares, besides a few migrants, that 
the game is big Europe?” 
But it is not just Australia or Europe who matter. 


Whether it is soccer, rugby, hockey, basketball, 
bowls, baseball, netball — it is these so-called 
minority or minor sports that offer the team-oriented 
athlete a global perspective and the chance to win 
world championships against sizeable international 
competition. 

Australia has world champions in rugby, hockey, 
netball and world beaters in baseball, but no world 
shattering team in Australian Rules football. The 
only Mount Everest for Australian Rules football is 
the MCG — and it easy to climb, because it is there. 

Australian soccer has struggled against great odds 
to be in the top 70 out of hundreds of soccer nations 
worldwide. The Socceroos qualified for the World 
Cup in Germany in 1974. The Olyroos reached the 
Olympic semi-finals in Barcelona, Spain, in 1992. 

The Young Socceroos made their semi’s in 1993 
in Australia and in 1991 in Portugal and now the 
Joeys (U17s) qualified for the World Cup Final in 
New Zealand. The Australian women’s team, the 
Matildas, has participated at World Cup level. 

This also displays another important point. Soccer 
not only offers international involvement from a 
young age onwards, it also offers the same opportu- 
nities to both sexes, 

There are no barriers in soccer. It is an interna- 
tional sport that is all-embracing, uniting people of 
all nations, race and religion with a simple yet 
engrossing game involving two teams of 11 players 
and a round ball. 3 
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FORMER JOEY AGOSTINO 
SEEKS SOCCEROO GLORY

utstanding performances for club and 

country have rocketed Paul Agostino into 

prime contention to become the key 
Socceroo striking partner for Mark Viduka. 

Agostino delivered a firm message to national 
coach Frank Farina with his two goals against Brazil 
at the MCG and the Adelaide-born forward carried 
that form into his club football with German 
Bundesliga club 1860 Munich. 

Blessed with the natural instincts of a true preda- 
tor, Agostino figured prominently in an historic victo- 
ty on his return to Germany when 1860 toppled eter- 
nal rivals Bayern Munich 1-0. 

Agostino twice thumped shots against the crossbar 
to set the stage for 1860's first derby win over Bayern 
in 22 years of frustrating failure. 

It was left to German Under 21 international 
‘Thomas Ried! to net the winner five minutes from the 
final whistle and spark scenes fitting for such a 
drought breaking occasion. 

While competing in an Under 17 World Cup final 
carries a degree of instant fame, there are no guaran- 


tees of massive fortunes. 

Our current crop of young champions can confi- 
dently accept Agostino as a shining example of what 
can be achieved through hard work and persistence. 

Agostino has been there and done that, having 
fought his way through the natural progression of 
Under 17, Youth Socceroo and senior Australian 
selection. 

Seven years ago he burst into international promi- 
nence when he scored a debut hat-trick for the Joeys 
against Mexico during the World Cup finals in Italy. 

At 17, he was the youngest of the Youth Socceroo 
squad, but by that time, he was not unaccustomed to 
playing outside his age group. 

He then qualified as a trailblazer, being the one 
Under 20 Australian player, who already was a sea- 
soned professional with Swiss club Berne Young 
Boys. 

Agostino made his senior debut for South 
Australian State League club Salisbury United as a 
tender 14-year old in a Federation Cup fixture against 
Seaford. 

He came off the bench in the final 10 minutes and

That great success came hot on the heels of his ini- 
tial National Soccer League debut goal against 
Victorian outfit Preston.

Agostino's professional career began later that year 
with Young Boys before the gifted striker widened 
his horizons in a three-year stint with English club 
Bristol City.

November afternoon, which was beach weather 
then you can see the difference. 

Th Melbourne it was a free for all with no tick- 
ets required or needed, plus it was played in the

cool of the evening as well. 

It’s too early to make that decision, but I 
would definitely lean towards Sydney at this 
stage, for no matter which South American coun- 
try is involved, even Peru or Venezuela, a $10 
million plus gate beckons at Stadium Australia 
for Soccer Australia if 110,000 seats are still 
available. 

They could charge 
$250 a 
Premium seats, and $60 
to $80 for the cheapest 
ones behind the goal- 
posts, they would still 
sell out. 

People would come 
from all around the 
country for that once-in- 
a-lifetime event that 
happens only once every 
four years in this coun- 
try. I for one certainly 
can’t wait for that day to 
come around in about 
two years time.

Cee leaders Brisbane Strikers nine match 
unbeaten run came to an abrupt end at the 
Breakers Stadium last Friday night when Newcastle 
Breakers ran out 2-1 winners in front of 5027 very 
happy supporters.

On the pitch the Breakers from the start looked smart 
and certainly were fired up for a fighting match and 
determined to take the points, Something they had failed 
to do at home so far this season. * 

Andy Roberts, sacked by then Breakers coach 
Kosmina in 1997, had a point to prove and was eager 
not only in defence but ready to attack at every 
‘opportunity. 

‘Six minutes into the match John Buonavoglia released 
Roberts down the left side and his shot, from just outside 
the box, skimmed over the bar, 

Breakers had several more chances in the next 10 
minutes but were wide of target. 

The Strikers had two real chances to take the lead 
when Nick Meredith fired a left footer past the far post 
in the 20th minute and Wade Baldwin's shot on goal 
sailed aver the bar 16 minutes later. 

Roberts headed home a team confidence booster, his 
first since 1993, in the 45th minute. Andy Roberts had 
worked down the right and battled doggedly to keep 
possession but was forced to pass back finding Glenn 
Moore.

Buonavoglia scored seven minutes later, his fifth of 
the season and 11th in his short NSL career, after 
Damien Smith defused a Brisbane attacking raid.

Current Soccer Canberra president 
Steve Doszpot pushed for its 
reinstatement in the early 1990s for 
games between Canberra and 


Newcastle in the NSW Superleague, 
but for a few embarrassing weeks the 
trophy could not be found.

By agreement, the deciding match 
is now always played at Bruce 


Stadium, but although the Prime 
Minister of the day is asked to present 
the cup, Fraser remains the only 
leader who has accepted the 
invitation, 

This time Senate President 
Margaret Reid, who comes from 
Canberra, performed the honours.

And the former Papua New Guinean admits to a 
fantasy: “I want to be coach of the PNG national 
team and beat the Socceroos in a World Cup 
qualifier at the Olympic Stadium,” he said.

tydney Olympic with guest player and former 

‘Liverpool star lan Rush making his final appearance, 
struggled to a 2-0 win over an equally disappointing and 
lustreless Adelaide City last Saturday night at the heavily 
sanded Belmore Sports Ground. 

Olympic's two second half goals scored by left 
wingback Chris Kalantzis (56th) and substitute striker 
Zlatko Arambasic (81st), has now lifted them to sit just 
‘one single League point behind championship pace-setters 
the Brisbane Strikers. 

Although Liverpool's former ace-marksman Rush failed 
to score, he inadvertently assisted in Olympic’s opening 
‘goal 11 minutes into the second session. 

Just inside Adelaide's box, Rush lost control of the ball 
as it freely ran to goalkeeper Vilson Knezevic. But the 
custodian tried to clear with his legs and the ball flew 
square to striker Nick Carle who promptly pumped it back 
into the box for Kalantzis to hit the target with his first- 
timed rising shot. 

Nine minutes from fulltime, Olympic's quick thinking 
Pablo Cardozo from halfway, head-flicked on to the right 
flank and into the path of the galloping Brett Emertom 
‘steaming down the line. 

Veering slightly into the box, Emerton crossed to the 
first post where substitute striker Arambasic calmly 
volleyed into the target. 

But Olympic was not that superior as the final scoreline 
would suggest. 

Coach Branko Culina had to reshuffle his lineup which 
was missing tenacious ball winner Scotty Thomas, out for 
eight weeks with damaged medial ligaments, plus 
suspended Kiwi international defender Chris Zoricich as 
well as skipper and most durable central marker Peter 
Tsekenis. 

The work load fell heavily on the robust and 
industrious defensive midfielder Marcus Phillips who 
excelled and seemed to relish the extra load in the ‘engine 
room’. 

Some inexplicable hesitancy plus poor finishing cost 
the South Australians and former long time aristocrats of 
Australian Soccer at least two or three goals. 

The worst and most fatal scenario came in the 72nd 
‘minute when former international Bradley Hassell, for this 
‘match pushed up as a striker, glaringly went wide to the 
left of the target with his header from the back post after 
receiving a fine cross expertly fired in from the right by 
midfielder Nick Sabljak. 

‘Had Hassell scored from this point blank range, his 
‘goal would have equalised the scoreline at I-1. 

Olympic's stylishly gifted and high scoring striker 
Pablo Cardozo was dropped back into the midfield for this 
‘match as a ‘supplier’ rather than finisher. 

Eight minutes before the break Adelaide's international 
striker’ Damian Mori streaked away down the left and 
crossed to Scottish import Derek Ferguson, but the latter 
from the edge of the box screwed his shot wide of the 
target. 

In the 40th minute former World Cup striker and 
Adelaide's playmaker Aurelio Vidmar went narrowly wide 
of the post from a Hassell corner. 

The match was of poor quality from both sides and only 
came to some life in the later stages. A contributing factor 
is the poor playing surface at Belmore that seems these 
days to have almost as much sand under a thin layer of 
grass as Bondi Beach. 

Adding to the farce was a late kick off delayed almost 
by half an hour as pre-match fireworks debris had to be 
cleared by hand off the playing area. 

Best performers for Olympic were competitive and 
defensive midfielder Marcus Phillips, central marker 
Scotty Baillie who played with an injury plus Brett 
Emerton who showed some flashes of what he's capable 
of; whilst for a disappointing Adelaide only sweeper Alex 
Tobin and markers Angelo Costanzo and Michael 
Cartwright escaped untarnished. 

These days playing with very little confidence, 
Adelaide's latest loss has plunged the “Black and Whites’ 
to most unfamiliar territory of being clear last on the 
ladder. 

‘An obviously pleased Olympic coach Branko Culina 
stated after the match: “It was a good result under the 
circumstances following our last week's away loss 
(Melbourne Knights), It was not a great game to watch as 
both teams seemed too cautious. 

“I think it was a matter that we took our chances and 
they-(Adcity)-didn't, but it was good to see another win 
for lan Rush as well as for our Olympic supporters,” 
Culina ended. 


SOUTH MELBOURNE 4 
PARRAMATTA POWER 2

Sut Melbourne stormed home to beat a ten-men 
Parramatta Power 4-2 in a second half burst at Bob 
Jane stadium, bouncing back from a 5-1 drubbing away 
to Brisbane last week. Parramatta were unlucky not to 
earn a point. 

Scores were 2-1 at half-time and the Sydney side was by 
no means out of the game. 

In fact, they levelled for a second time and seemed 
headed for what would have been a well-deserved draw. 
“When the score was 2-2, I thought we were dominating the 
game, but the third goal did us in.” Parramatta coach David 
Mitchell said afterwards, 

*T thought everyone performed well. After the 5-1 loss 
last week, it would have been easy for us to go into our 
shell, but we were positive. We came out and played some 
00d football. We're going to be hard to beat in the long 
run,” South coach Ange Postecoglou said. 

Mitchell was disappointed not to earn a point. “I’m 
disappointed, because we should have eamed a point. I've 
got no problems with the penalty. It was strictly by the 
rules, The player was brought down in the box. But at that 
time, at 2-2, we were dominating the game. To get a penalty 
against and have a player sent off, i's a double whammy 
and it's not easy to come back from that, especially against 
a team like South Melbourne at home,” Mitchell said. 

The win lifted South Melbourne above Parramatta in 
seventh place, giving Power a harder job gaining a finals 
place. 

“Our goal is to make the top six. We have a competitive 
team, but we're conceding goals too regularly to win the 
league,” Mitchell said, 

Billed as the virtual grand final replay, because most of 
the Parramatta team comprised former Sydney United 
players, as well as having its former coach David Mitchell 
move across to Power, the match struggled to live up its 
reputation in the opening minutes. 

‘Only when South Melbourne snatched the lead with a 
long-range shot after 20 minutes did the encounter gather 
speed, Goran Lozanovski took the corner, which Parramatta 
only half-cleared. Steve Panopoulos had time to control it 
and blast home with a left-foot shot thgt left Parramatta 
‘keeper Andrew Crews floundering at his left post. 

Parramatta powered to an equaliser in the 36th minute 
with a header by Joel Griffiths. Peter Bennett crossed the 
ball into the goal mouth from a short comer and Griffiths, 
Jeft unmarked, sank on his knees to head home from close 


ge. 

But South replied after only two minutes with an 
emphatic strike by John Anastasiadis from a Con Blatsis 
cross, The goal led to a player clash of sorts between Jacob 
Burns and Panopoulos, but referee Matthew Breeze saw 
nothing into the push and shove that developed. 

Playing his 100th NSL game, Michael Curcija should 
have done better in the 59th minute from a Lozanovski 
freekick. His shot fell into the hands of Crews, who 
immediately released Power on the counter. John Angelucci 
provided the cross and Mile Sterjovski headed home the 
equaliser. 

But the Power joy was shortlived. Robert Liparoti put 
John Anastasiadis through in the 62nd minute, forcing 
Burns to commit a desperate, last-man tackle on the 
aggressive South striker, Breeze immediately raised the red 
card, leaving Parramatta a man short with almost half an 
hour left. Curcija stepped up for the penalty and South's 
Olyroo put his team in the lead for the third time with a 
confident spotkick. 

Parramatta refused to surrender its attacking flair, with 
Angelucci (later Townsend after the 77th minute) and 
Sterjovski sticking to the task. 

Sterjovski nearly got Power level again in the 82nd, but 
with South ‘keeper Milan Udvaracz beaten, Con Blatsis 
saved the Parra striker's shot off the line. 

Vaughan Coveny (on for David Clarkson in the 72nd 
minute) outpaced defender Michael Santalab (on for Joe 
Vrkic, who went off with a broken nose in the 80th minute 
after a clash with Coveny) to seal the match for South. The 
Kiwi striker did not turn a hair as he powered for goal and 
blasted South’s fourth goal past Crews for the match decider 
with five minutes left. 

Joeys captain Mark Bymes, ‘keeper Matthew Milosevic, 
defenders lain Fyfe and Aaraon Goulding, midfielder Louis 
Brain and striker Scott McDonald did a lap of honor in 
recognition of their outstanding performance at the U17 
World Cup in New Zealand a fortnight ago. Fyfe, who 
missed the vital penalty that cost the Joeys gold, said he was 
going on trial with Parramatta, 

“Everyone performed so well,” Fyfe said reliving the 
Joeys’ tour de force in reaching the final. “We are only now 
starting to realise how well we've done. 

“There was a lot pressure, but I thought we handled it 
pretty well.”

t was a Bobby Despotovski goal in the 47th 
minute that sealed Perth Glory’s away win at 
Edensor Park over Sydney United. - 

Glory, without key men Kasey Wehrman and Troy 
Halpin, certainly didn't extend themselves beyond the 
necessary as they disposed of their opponents. 

Coach Bernd Stange must have been pleased with 
his troops, however, the three points that they took 
home must have been even more pleasing.

THE LAUNCH 


Ten of the 12 Matildas were available for the 
calendar launch, held at the new trendoid Chicane 
restaurant in Sydney's Darlinghurst last Tuesday 30 
November. Sarah Cooper, still in the US with the 
World Stars Team, and Sunni Hughes, back at home 
with her ill mother, were the two unavailable. 

Media interest had already been high for a solid 
week before the launch, Once the media opened their 
mail to find a no-holds barred calendar photo of Amy 
Taylor inviting them to the launch, the Matildas were 
suddenly news. Talkback radio presenter Steve 
White of Melbourne’s 3AW started the ball rolling on 
Tuesday afternoon 23 November, describing it as 
more like an invitation to a brothel, a quote which 
appeared in a very brief piece in the next morning’s 
newspapers, and from there it went crazy. 

It was therefore no surprisesthat by the time the 
Matildas arrived at their own launch, the place was 


already packed. Journalists, camera crews, and 
photographers clambered over each other as other 
guests tried to get out of the way. The 12 eagerly 
awaited calendar photos were revealed and all 10 
players were snapped up and led to different corners 
of the room for interviews and photo opportunities, 


MEDIA SATURATION 

The Matildas calendar filled the airwaves, the 
television screens and the print media for a solid nine 
days. This little idea suddenly went through the roof 
and far exceeded anyone’s expectations. It captured 
the imagination of a new audience, it sparked debate 
and continued to grow and spread wings as new 
angles on the subject were discussed. Early negative 
reaction was countered by much greater positive 
support. 

‘The calendar became such a major subject that the 
Matildas featured in TV interviews on national top- 
rating shows including A Current Affair, The Today 
Show, Sports Tonight, and World Sports. As well as 
being a big talkback radio issue, popular youth

NOT GOOD ENOUGH 


unfit for the Olympics and sports offi- 

cials have 14 days to find a solution that 
would work for athletics as well as soccer, the 
British government said last week. 

“This stadium, as designed or in any similar 
configuration, cannot readily provide the central 
venue for an Olympic Games bid for London or an 
appropriate venue for the World Athletics 
Championships,” Chris Smith, minister in charge 
of sport and culture, told Parliament. 

A design for a new national stadium to replace 
the famous twin-towered yenue was submitted in 
July, but critics said it was aimed only at hosting 
soccer and with a view to England’s 2006 World 
Cup bid. 

Smith told’ the Wembley authorities to come up 
with a better idea by December 15, 

“The new 475 million pound ($760.3 million) 
stadium, due to open in 2003, would fail to provide 
adequate seating and sightlines for large numbers 
of spectators and offer poor cover and access to the 
track for athletes and officials,” he said. 

Wembley National Stadium Ltd said later they 
welcomed the report because it showed the diffi- 
culties of meeting the needs of a range of sports. 

“We are confident that we will provide satisfac- 
tory answers to these technical questions by 
December 15th,” the company Said in a statement, 
adding they felt that given flexibility the stadium 
could accommodate the different sports satisfacto- 
rily. 

Sports Minister Kate Hoey commissioned an 
architectural report on Wembley after plans 
showed it would only be able to accommodate 
around 65,000 fans for athletics events. 

The British Olympic Association said this was

not big enough for a 2012 Olympic bid. 

Wembley responded with a design for a 15 mil- 
lion pound ($23.99 million) platform comprising a 
tunning track and about 15,000 seats, but Smith 
has deemed this solution unworkable. 

The construction of a temporary concrete deck 
for the running track could “render the stadium 
unusable for international-standard football for 
upwards of two years,” Smith said. 

“The independent report has substantiated our 
fears that the upgrade from 65,000 to 80,000 spec- 
fators is not feasible without severely impairing the 


quality of the seating,” Mark Howell, a British 
Olympic Association spokesman said. 

“But it cannot be beyond the ability of highly 
competent architects to look at other possibilities,” 
Howell said. 

Wembley said in their statement the report con- 
tained a number of factual inaccuracies that had 
to be addressed. 

The planned stadium was designed by Sir 
Norman Foster and H.O.K. Lobb, creators of 
Sydney's 110,000-capacity Stadium Australia.

“Post-operative rehabilitation is 
expected immediately, A return to com- 
petition is not expected for four or five 
months,” a brief hospital statement

Ronaldo suffered his latest setback in 
Inter’s 6-0 serie A win over Lecce on 
November 21, He twisted his right leg 
and partially ruptured his knee cap ten- 
don after catching his foot in a divot on 
the rain-soaked San Siro pitch.

The Brazilian has been hampered by

He was despondent about the latest 
injury. “I don't know what to say. I 
only say that I’m incredibly unlucky,” 
he was quoted as saying on his Brazil- 
based website.
